COUNCILS IN GRANTING 


TRACTION FRANCHISES 


Columbus, April 3—By practically 


a unanimous vote thes Ohio Senate 
agreed to the radical amendments of 
the House of Representatives to the 
Schmidt street railway bill, and there- 
by fixed the new policy of the state 
regarding the granting of franchises 
within its municipalities. This ac- 
tion created a profound surprise in 
legislative and political circles as it 
was thought the street railway inter- 
ests would 
make a desperate fignt 


against this final disposition of the 
bill. More surprising still, the vote 
was taken wiiiout debate. Evidently 
the members of the Senate were fully 
aware 
of what 
the 
amendments 


-mea-Hij-^and they were prepared l to 
meet the issue. 


After the bill is signed by Governor 


Harris all franchises hereafter grant- 
ed by the councils of the municipali- 
ties of Ohio will be subject to a refer- 
endum whenever the same is 
de- 


manded by 15 per cent of the voters 
of the city, as based upon the last 
vote upon the 
mavoralty question 


This applies to new franchises, to re- 
newals of old franchises and to ordi- 
nances granting extensions of exist- 
ing franchises. 
The council is there- 


fore no longer the final arbiter in 
these vital matters. 


It was agreed in interested circles 


that the other section of the bill— 
that relating to the consents of abut- 
ting property owners—marks even a 
greater change. 
The time has evi- 


dently arrived when the rights of the 
majority of the citizens of a com- 
munity will .be considered paramount 
to those who live along the line of a 
proposed railway route, projected for 
the purpose of creating new avenues 
of transportation or enlarging those 
already existing. 


The bill made a law is limited in 


its scope, but it contains the principle 
described, and, no doubt, Ij comins 
years this scope will be widened. Just 
now it applies onlv to streets upon 
which a railway route is in existence 
These lines are opened to competiton 


without the granting of the consents 
of the abutting property owners. 


There aie 
other street 
railway 


bills pending. 
B\>th are 
by Repre- 


sentative John Stockwell, 
of Cleve- 


land, who has fougnt for an opening 
ever since the session of this Assem- 
bly was begun. On^ of them pro- 
vides that the council*; of cities may 
renew existing grants io the holding 
company or to any person or company 
under such terms as may be deemea 
conductive to the puolic interest. In 
other words, the holding company 
placed upon a common tevel with oth- 
er persons and companies at the eriC 
of ^he term of its grant, and the coun- 
cil may do as it pleases, subject, of 
course, to the general referanflum.

Sound May 21, four ships -will visit 
Port Angeles, eight will visit Belling- 
ham Bay and three -will go to Port 
Townspnd. One ship will proceed at 
once to Bremerton to <be dacked. 


On Saturday, May 23, all the ships 


of the fleet with the exception of the 
one in dock at Bremerton, will ren- 
dezvous in the vicinitj of Port Towns- 
end, 
and proceed to an anchorage in 


the vicinity of Seattle. 


On Tuesday, May 26, 12 ships will 


leave their anchorage near 
Seattle 


and will go to Tacoma, so that 
the 


people in that vicinity may have a 
%iew of the fleet. Thence, without 
anchorage, eight ships will*- sail for 
San Francisco, leaving four ships at 
anchor near Tacoma for a visit of 
three days, when these vessels will go 
to Bremerton for docking. 


It is expected that the eight vessels 


will arrive at San Francisco on Fri- 
day, 
May 29, whire they will be dock- 


ed in succession. 


The ships docking at 
Bremerton 


will sail for San Francisco as soon as 
practicable the last one not to arrive 
until July 3.

MKTHODS. 


How Governor's "Whitewash Commit- 


tee Bill Was TjoK-Rollcd Tluroiigh 


the House. 


BY ORWELL C. RIDDLE. 


Columbus, O., April 9.—(Special.)— 


Further probing of the state auditor's 
office this week by the senate's inves- 
tigating committee shows two things 
—that there is no need of any other 
committee for that purpose and that 
:he frenzied desire of the Republican 
state officials and members of 
the 


legislature to substitute a 
friendly 


committee, to be named by the gov- 
rnor, is actuated by the still more 


frantic desire to get the probe into 
the hands of investigators who will 
not ask such leading and embarrass- 
ng questions. 


The most 
astounding revelation 


made by the senate's committee this 
week is the large sums received by 
the state auditor from the payment of 
excise taxes which have been held by 
him an indefinite length of time, in- 
stead of being promptly turned into 
the state treasury. According to 
State Auditor Gmlbert's own testi- 
money before the senate committee 
this method of his has caused 
the 


state the loss of thousands of dollars 
which should have been earned as in- 
:erest had the funds thus held back 
by him been turned into the treasury 
and put out in the state depositaries. 


REPRESENTATIVE STEWARD, 


Farmer Member of the House From 


Fairfield County and Proud of It. 


Mr. Guilbert justified his course in 


withholding vast sums of money on 
the ground that many 
corporations 


requested that he hold their checks 
for 60 or 90 days, requests that were 
invariably granted, the same as the 
bounty treasurers of the 
various 


counties of the state extend the same 
courtesy to individual taxpayers, and 
insisted

The 
senate squelched "West's bill by send- 
ing it to the finance committee, and 
by a party vote on West's motion re- 
fused to take the bill from the com- 
mittee. Now the administration forces 
will try again to force 
this white- 


washing scheme through the senate, 
although it is said the 
Democratic 


senators are not bound by the deal 
which log-rolled it through the house. 
The three members of the house who 
voted against the 
governor's white- 


wash bill were Eley (D.) of Ashland, 
Meyer (D) of Hamilton and Hillea- 
kamp (Ind.) of Lucas. 


• • • 


The senate did a good 
piece of 


work when it defeated the inheritance 
tax bill by Harper of Hamilton. One 
of the first acts of this legislature 
when it met two years ago was to re- 
peal the tax on tears and shrouds, to 
be collected from real widows and or- 
phans, in response to the recommen- 
dation of Governor Pattison in 
his 


message. It was also an issue in the 
Pattison-Herrlck campaign, although 
not in either party platform, for the 
inheritance tax was one of the pet 
measures of Governor Herrick. The 
vote on the 
bill was 13 ayes to 17 


nays. One argument offered by Sen- 
ator Harper in behalf of the bill was 
that "Many of our girls who are heir- 
esses go to Europe and marry dukes 
and counts, who get 
their money. 


Why not get some of that money to 
keep here. This inheritance tax will 
do that." So far as known, however, 
this would apply to only one Ohio 
girl, and appearances indicate that 
she will inherit little property that 
could be reached by an Ohio law be- 
cause of her father's investments in 
British estates.• 
» » 


The Republican scare that the 


Longworth law might not be repealed 
and that the Democrats might put an 
endorsement of the 
initiative 
and 


referendum on the ballot is quieted 
at last, the house having concurred 
in the senate amendments to 
the 


Spicer bill, which repeals that "in- 
famous act," as Republican members 
have been calling it, regardless of the 
fact that it -was once the foundling of 
the high and mighty son-in-law of the 
president. 


Even with this bugaboo out of the 


way the conference committee on the 
initiative and referendum resolution 
is deadlock and may report a disa- 
greement, which would mean a new 
conference committee. 
Speaker Ea- 


gleson's explanation as to his choice 
of conferees on the part of the house 
doesn't explain. He selected

members who not only opposed the 
resolution in the form that it passed 
the senate, but who also opposed the 
resolution entirely and voted against 
it on final roll call.

NIGHT RLDIORS GOING 


THROUGH TOWN. 


Were Armed Witli Shotguns and Re- 


volt ei's and Arc Determined mid 


Desperate Set ct Men. 


Charles Hamrlclc, a well known lo- 


cal advertising man, who travels lor 
the 
Stan ford-Crow ell company, of 


Ithaca, N. Y., has just arrived home 
from an extended trip 
throughouc 


Kentucky and Tennessee and recites 
some interesting observations o£ tho 
doings of the night riders. 


Mr. Hamriek states that business 


In many of these Southern towns is 
greatly hampered by the continued 
raids and destruction 
of life 
and 


property carried on by these riders. 
He reports that there arc over half of 
the outrages that never reach 
the 


public because of threats 
of these 


bands of marauders, whose threats 
are seldom in vain. 


The Newark man was recently in 


Carlisle, Ky., when a band of possibly 
150 of these men went through the 
town on a raid. 
He described the 


posse as a most desperate and deter- 
mined set of men, evidently so thor- 
oughly feet on carrying out the 
de- 


signs that no force could stop them 
The party consisted mostly of well to 
do men of the surrounding country, 
some mounted on horses and others 
in buggies, but all completely armed 
•with shotguns and revolvers. 


The report of the raid stated that 


two or three tobacco growers who re- 
fused to hold their crops, were mur- 
dered outright and their property 
completely destroyed. 


Mr. Hamriek states that the work 


of the night riders is so shrewdly and 
carefully planned and worked out so 
quietly that it seems almost impossi- 
ble for the government to get them 
tinder control. Many of these men, 
he says, make no pretense at denying 
their association •with, the raiders and 
openly declare their intention of get- 
ting rid of those tobacco growers who 
refuse to join in the effort to hold the 
tobacco <rops, often openly threaten- 
ing to kill a man if he doesn't con- 
cede to their wishes.

FIANCEE 


\FTER SHE HAD REFrSED TO 


JUMP INTO HIS ARMS AND 


KISS HIM. 


Was Intoxicated and Had Burst Into 


the Girl's Room at Midnight 


During a Spree. 


Kokomo, Ind., 
April 9.-nBursting 


into the boudoir of Fairy MeClain, his 
beautiful 
fiancee, 
shortly 
after 


midnight, Jesse W. Osborn, a mem- 
ber of one of the most.prominent fam- 
ilies -of this city, his'father a former 
county commissioner, demanded that 
she rise and leap into his arms that 
he might Mss her. 


Seeing that Osborn was intoxicated, 


the young woman realized that it was 
useless to argue, so she jumped from 
her bed and 
attempted 
to 
escape 


through a window. Osborn instanuy 
drew a revolver and fifed twice at the 
fleeing girl, both shots entering 
her 


body. She died instantly. 


Osburn. then leaped through a win- 


dow and escaped, although three citi- 
zens, who were passing the 
house, 


gave chase. Soon a posse of citizens 
and policemen was pursuing Osborn, 
but he eluded capture. A reward has 
been offered for his 
apprehension. 


Some of the fugitive's friends say they 
believe that he has committed suicide, 
but this theory is scouted by the au- 
thorities.

Quick Justice Meted Out to the Blue- 


coats—All of Whom Pleaded 


Guilty to Charges. 


Philadelphia, April 9—Quick jus- 


tice was meted out yesterday to the 
four 
policemen 
who were arrested 


on Saturday for robbing s\ores and 
warehouses on the beats which they 
patrolled in the wholesale district. 
Having 'been indicted early in 
the 


day, on charges of "entering without 
breaking, with intent to commit fel- 
ony," "larceny," 
"receiving stolen 


goods," and "conspiracy," the accused 
pleaded guilty before Judge Kinsey 
and were sentenced 
to serve seven 


3 ear? in the Eastern penitentiary. 


The convicted policemen are John 


W. Straub, John Kelly, C. M. Luckin- 
bill and A. R. Sithens. "With them in 
the conspiracy to rob were Harry 
Rothenberger, aged 19 years, whose 
arrest on a charge of larceny un- 
earthed the plot, and W. A. Frost, a 
plumber, in whose place the men di- 
vided the proceeds of the robberies. 


Frost and Rothenberger, who were 


indicted also, pleaded guilty and were 
also sentenced, Frost being sent to 
the penitentiary for four years, while 
Rothenberger was committed to the 
Huntingdon reformatory.
